Township trustees of Rush coun­ 
ty will receive salaries ranging from 
$600 to $900 a year, according to a 
new state law passed by the legisla­ 
ture of 191<, which takes effect the 
first of next month, and which, in 
ublition to regulating the salaries 
md expenses of the trustees, ahol- 
shes the office of township 
road 
supervisor. 
The trustees will he re- 
juired to ]>erform the duties of that 
office. 


All trustees in this county will he 
imited to a straight salary of either 
$609 or $720 and ex]>enses, depend- 
ng upon 
the 
determining 
factor 
which is fixed by the law, with the 
eseeption of the Rushville township 
trustee, who, besides receiving a sal- 
rv of $900, who may be allowed 
a 
maximum of $100 a year for clerical 
¡¡stance and a maximum of $150 
or actual expenses incurred while 
ngaged in the discharge of his of- 
ial duties. 
Appropriations for ex- 
Ycnses and 
clerical 
help shall be 
ppropriated by the township advis- 
rv board, under the terms of the 
law. 


Heretofore the salaries of town» 
ship trustees have been based on the 
population and assessed 
valuation 
of taxable property, and their allow­ 
ance for clerical 
assistance, 
office 
rent and incidental expenses, within 
certain limits, have been left to 
the 
judgment of the 
advisory 
hoards. 
According to this old law, trustees in 
Rush county have received $2 a day 
for the time actually devoted to the 
duties of their offices. 
The new sal­ 
ary statute means an increase for 
every trustee in Rush county. 


Under the new law the compensa­ 
tions of trustees and their allow­ 
ances are based on population, the 
necessary 
services 
require«!, 
the 
Riimlier of school teachers and 
the 
miles of 'free gravel roads in 
thp 
townships. 
Each of these elements 
enters into the computation 
of 
a 
factor which determines the assign­ 
ments of the township to their pro­ 
per places in ten different classes. Tn 
this computation the population and 
the necessary 
services, 
the 
latter 
computed from 
the business trans­ 
actions of the office, each have 
a 
value of 421 I*1!* eenf: the number of 
school teachers, 10 per cent., 
and 
the miles of free gravel road, 5 per 
cent. 
Rushville township is the only one 
in the county falling in class seven, 
which allows the trustee a salary of 
$900, the maximum sum of $100 for 
the employment of clerical help au«l 
the maximum of $150 for expenses. 
Anderson, Walker* and Posey come 
under class eight, and the trustees 
in these townships are allowed sal­ 


aries of $720 each, no appropriation 
for clerical help and a maximum ap­ 
propriation of 
$150 
for expenses. 
The 
remaining 
townships 
in the 
county—Tenter, Union, Orange, Rip­ 
ley, 
Orange, 
Noble, 
Washington, 
Richland and Jackson— are in class 
nine. 
The trustees wrll receive sal­ 
aries amounting to $600 a year, no 
appropriation for clerical help and a 
maximum approprition 
of $125 for 
expenses. 
The law provides for the transfer 
of town-hips by the state board of 
account» from a lower to a higher 
class “whenever on the basis stated, 
the factor Of any township 
in 
a 
lower cla»s increases to that of the 
lowest 
factor 
in 
the next higher 
class" on the first day of January in 
any year after the act becomes ef­ 
fective, and the salaries and allow­ 
ances for such townships are to be 
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candy.

America Called on by End of 
War to Supply Added 
Millions.

Over Three Times Pre-War Shipment« 


Required—Situation In Wheat and 


Fats Proves Government’s 


Policy Sound. 


With the guns in Europe silenced, 
wo have now to consider a new world 
food situation. 
But there can be no 
hope that the volume of our exports 
can be lightened to the slightest de­ 
gree with the cessation of hostilities. 
Millions of people liberated from the 
Prussian 
yoke are now depending 
upon us for the food which will keep 
them from starvation. 
With food the United States made 
it possible for the forces of democ­ 
racy to bold out to victory. To insure 
democracy in the world, we must con­ 
tinue to live simply in order that we 
may supply these liberated nations of 
Europe with food. 
Hunger among a 
people 
Inevitably 
breeds 
anarchy. 
American food must complete the work 
of making the world safe for democ­ 
racy. 
Last year we sent 11,820,000 tons of 
food to Europe. For the present year, 
with only the European Allies to feed, 
we had originally pledged ourselves to 
a program that would have increased 
our exports to 17,500,(XX) tons. 
Now, 
to feed ’the liberated nations, we will 
h ate to export a total of not less than 
20.000.000 toas—practically the limit 
of loading capacity at our ports. Re­ 
viewing the world food situation, we 
find that some foods will be obtainable 
in quantities sufficient to meet all 
world needs under a regime of eco­ 
nomical consumption. 
On the other 
hand, there will be marked world 
shortages in some Important commodi­ 
ties. 
Return to Normal Bread Loaf. 
With 
the 
enlarged 
wheat 
crops 
which American farmers have grown, 
and the supplies of Australia, the Ar­ 
gentine and other markets now acces­ 
sible to shipping, there are bread 
grains enough to enable the nations to 
return to their normal wheat loaf, 
provided we continue to mill flour at 
a high percentage of extraction and 
maintain economy in eating and the 
avoidance of waste. 
In fats there will be a heavy short­ 
age— about 3,000,000,000 pounds — in 
pork products, dairy products and 
vegetable oils. While there will be a 
shortage of about three million tons 
In rich protein feeds for dairy ani­ 
mals, there will be sufficient supplies 
of other fecdstuiTs to allow economical 
consumption. 
In the m atter of beef, the world’s 
Supplies are limited to the capacity of 
the available refrigerating ships. The 
supplies of beef in Australia, the Ar­ 
gentine and the United States are suf­ 
ficient to load these ships. There will 
be a shortage In the importing coun­ 
tries, but we cannot hope to expand 
exports materially for the next months 
In view of the bottle neck in trans­ 
portation. 
We will have a sufficient supply of 
sugar to «How normal consumption In 
this country if the other nations re­ 
tain their present short rations or In­ 
crease them only slightly. 
For the 
countries of Europe, however, to in­ 
crease their present rations to a ma­ 
terial extent will necessitate our shar­ 
ing a part of our own supplies with 
them. 
Twenty Million Tons of Food. 
Of the world total, North America 
will furnish more than GO per cent 
The United States, Including the West 
Indies, will be called upon to furnish 
20.000.000 tons of food of all kinds as 
compared with our pre-war exports of 
about 6,000,000 tons. 
While we will be able to change our 
program In many respects, even a 
casual survey of the world supplies 
in comparison to world demands shows 
conclusively that Europe will know 
famine unless the American people 
bring their home consumption down 
to the barest minimum that will main­ 
tain health and strength. 
There are conditions of famine In 
Europe that will be beyond our power 
to remedy. There are 40,000,000 peo­ 
ple in North Russia whom there is 
small chance of reaching with food 
this winter. 
Their transportation Is 
demoralized in complete anarchy, and 
shortly many of their ports will be 
frozen, 
even 
If 
Internal 
transport 
could be realized. 
To Preserve Civilization. 
At this moment Germany has not 
alone sucked the food and animals 
from all those masses of people she 
has dominated and left starving, but 
she has left behind her a totAl wreck­ 
age of social institutions, and this 
mass of people is now confronted with 
absolute anarchy. 
If we value our own safety and the 
social organization of the world. If we 
value the preservation of civilization 
itself, we cannot permit growth of this 
cancer In the world’s vitals. 
Famine is the mother of anarchy. 
From the Inability of governments to 
secure food tor their people grows 
revolution and chaos. From an ability 
to supply their people grows stability 
of government and the defeat of an­ 
archy. 
Did we put It on no higher 
plane than our Interests In the pro­ 
tection of our Institutions, we must 
bestir ourselves to solution of this 
problem.

Through Increased production and 
conservation we will be able this year 
to export seven times our pre-war 
average exports of pork products. 
With the heavy demands added in car­ 
ing for the millions who have been 
freed from German oppression, the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Food Administration are Justified to­ 
day in our every action of stimulation 
of hog production. In the coming year 
the greatest world shortage will be in 
fats, and pork will help to save this 
situation. 
The efficacy of the policy 
of stimulated production has built up 
in this country supplies which will en­ 
able us to supply a very largo part of 
the fat deficiency of the world. 
In 
beef there must be a shortage in Eu­ 
rope, due largely to limited refrigera­ 
tor ship capacity. 
All freezer ships 
available, however, will be filled by 
America, Argentine and Australia. 
The contribution made by the pro­ 
ducers of this country to the war pro­ 
gram as applying particularly to ani­ 
mal food products Is Illustrated by the 
following: 
Reports compiled by the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture Indicate an 
Increase In cattle of 10,238,000 head 
and 12,441,000 hogs. 
These figures 
were compiled to January 1 last 
In this period there w as a decrease 
In sheep of 819,000 head. The indica­ 
tions are that this decrease will show 
an increase, according to recent re­ 
ports. 
Since January 1 unofficial Informa­ 
tion indicates an Increase in hogs of 
not less than 8 per cent and not 
more than 15 per cent as compared 
with one year ago, with an Increase in 
the average weight. 
Following the request of the U. S. 
Food Administration for an increase 
In hog production for marketing In the 
fall of 1918 and the spring of 1919 the 
Increase may yield not less than 1,600,- 
000,000 pounds more of pork products 
than were available last year. With­ 
out this increase the shipping program 
arranged by Mr. Hoover regarding an­ 
imal food products would have been 
Impossible. 
The dressed hog products during the 
three months ending September 30^ 
1917, amounted to 903,172,000 pounds, 
while for the corresponding months of 
1918 the dressed hog products totaled 
1,277,589,000, an Increase of over 374,- 
000,000 pounds for the quarter. 
During the same period for 1917 the 
records of Insjiected slaughter of 
dressed 
beef 
showed 
1,263,000,000 
pounds as against 1,454,000,000 pounds 
for the three month period ending 
September 1, this year.

Township trustees of Rush coun- 


ty will receive salaries ranging from 
.ffiOO to .fOOO a year, according to a 
new state law passed by the legisla- 
ture of 1017, which takes effect the 
first (if next month, and which, in 
addition to regulating the salaries 
and expenses of the trustees, abol- 
ishes the office of township 
road 


supervisor. The trustees will be re- 
quired to perform the duties of that 
office. 


'All trustees in this county will be 


limited to a straight salary of either 
$600 or -f7'20 and expenses, depend- 
ing upon 
the 
determining 
factor 


which is fixed by the law, with tire ' 
esception of the Rushville township 
trustee, who, besides receiving a sal- 
ary of $!)00, who may be allowed a 
maximum of $100 a year for clerical 
assistance and a maximum of $150 
for actual expenses incurred while 
engaged in the discharge of his of- 
Icial duties. Appropriations for ex- 
penses and 
clerical 
help shall be 


appropriated iby the township advis- 
ory board, under the terms of the 


law. 
^Heretofore . the salaries j>f town- 
ship trustees have 'been based on the 
population and assessed 
valuation 


of taxable property, and their allow- 
ance for clerical assistance, 
office 


rent' and incidental expenses, within 
certain limits, have ;been left to 
the 


judgment of the 
advisory boards. 


According to this old law, trustees in 
Rush county have received $2 a day 
for the time actually devoted to the 
duties of their offices. The new sal- 
ary statute means an increase for 
every trustee in Rush county. 


Under the new law the compensa- 


tions of trustees and their allow- 
ances are 'based on population, the 
necessary 
services 
required, 
the 


nmriber of school teachers and 
the

Over Three Tlmea Pra-War Shipments 


Required—Situation In Wheat and 


Fate Proves Governmentfe 


'' 
> Policy Sound. 


With the guns In Europe silenced; 


we nave now to consider a new world 
food situation. But there can be no 
hope that the volume of our exports 
can be lightened to the slightest de- 
gree with the cessation of hostilities. 
Millions of people liberated from the 
Prussian yoke are now depending 
upon us for the food which will keep 
them from starvation. 


With food the United States made 


It possible for the forces of democ- 
racy to hold out to victory. To Insure 
democracy In the world, we must con- 
tinue to live simply In order that we 
may supply these liberated nations of 
Europe with food. Hunger among a 
people Inevitably breeds anarchy. 
American food must complete the work 
of making the world safe for democ- 
racy. 


Last year we sent 11,820,000 tons of 


food to Europe. For the present year, 
with only the European Allies to feed, 
we bad originally pledged ourselves to 
a program that would have increased 
our exports to 17,500,000 tons. Now, 
to feed 'the liberated nations, we will 
have to export a total of not less than 
20,000,000 teas—practically the limit 
of loading capacity at our ports. Be- 
vlewing the world food situation, we 
find that some foods will be obtainable 
In quantities sufficient to meet all 
world needs under a regime of eco- 
nomical consumption. 
On the other 


hand, there will be marked world 
shortages in some Important commodi- 
ties, 


Return to Normal Bread Loaf.. 


, With the enlarged wheat crops 
which American farmers have grown, 
and the supplies of Australia, the Ar- 
gentine and other markets now acces- 
sible to shipping, there are bread 
grains enough to enable the nations to 
return to their normal wheat loaf, 
provided we continue to mill flour at 
a high percentage of extraction and 
maintain economy in eating and .the 
avoidance of waste. 


Iu'fats there will be a heavy short- 


age—about 3,000,000,000 pounds — in 
pork products, dairy products and 
vegetable oils. While there will be a 
shortage of about three million tons 
In rich protein feeds for dairy ani- 
mals, there will be sufficient supplies 
of other foodstuffs to allow economical 
consumption. 
' 


In the matter of beef, the world's 


supplies are limited to the capacity of 
the available refrigerating ships. The 
supplies of beef In Australia, the Ar- 
gentine and the United States are suf- 
ficient to load these ships. There will 
be a shortage in the importing coun- 
tries, but we cannot hope to expand 
exports •materially for the next months 
In view of the bottle neck in trans- 
portation. 


We will have a sufficient supply of 


sugar to allow normal consumption in 
this country if the other nations re- 
tain their present short rations or In- 
^rease them only slightly. 
For the 


countries of Europe, however, to in- 
crease their present rations to a ma- 
terial extent will necessitate our shar- 
ing a part of our own supplies with 
them. 


Twenty Million Tone of Food. ' 


Of the world total, North America 


will furnish more than 00 per cent 
The United States, Including the Weat 
Indies, will be called upon to furnish 
20,000,000 tons of food of all kinds as 
compared with our pre-war exports of 
about 6,000,000 tons. ' 


While we will be able to change our 


program In many respects, even a 
casual survey of the world supplies 
hi comparison to world demands shows 
conclusively that Europe will know 
famine unless the American people 
•bring their home , consumption down 
to the barest minimum that will main- 
tain health and strength. 


There are conditions of famine In 


Europe that will be beyond our power 
to remedy. There are 40,000,000 peo- 
ple In North Bussla whom there la 
small chance of reaching with food 
this winter. Their transportation Is 
demoralized hi complete anarchy, and 
shortly many of their ports, will be 
frozen, even if Internal transport 
could be realized. 
• 


To Preserve Civilization. 


At this moment Germany has not 


alone sucked the food and animals 
from all those masses of people she 
has dominated and left starving, but 
she has left behind her a total wreck- 
age of social Institutions, and this 
mass of people is now confronted with'' 
absolute anarchy. 


If we value our own safety and the 


MtdpI organization of the world; If we 
value the preservation of civilization 
ItaeU, we cannot permit growth of-tgb* 
cancer in the world's vitals.
